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During the past 43 years of war, rural young people in KH Clubs helped 
to meet their Nation's need for greater food and fiber production, ed aided 
in other war programs such as buying and selling war bonds, collecting salvage, 
etc, With the end of fighting, other new and difficult problems have cone to 
the front. 4-H members and leaders have worked hard to develop plans through 
which they may help in the solution of these problems and so be just as valu- 
able to their country in peace as in war and before the war. 


The result, known as the "10 Guideposts for Use in Building UH Club Pro- 
grans," was adonbed by State 4-H Club leaders end KWH member dele site at the 
National 44H Club Cong gress in Chicago, Deconber 2-6, 1945. Below are the 10 
guideposts: 


I. Developing talents for greater usefulness.
